A group that had planned the 


assassination three months' ago 
attacked as Trujillo and his per- 
sonal driver, Capt. Zacarias del 
Crus, were motoring from Ciuclad 
Trujillo to the dictator's estate in 
his home town of San Cristobal. 


The driver and Trujillo were 


wounded by the first burst of gun- 
fir? Trujillo ordered the car 
stopped, drew his revolver and 
returned the fire. , 


The driver used one of the 


tommy guns usually carried in 


[i the car. The driver said Trujillo 


had no time to use his. 


Trujillo fell out of the car and 


the attackers beat him, seriously 
cutting his face and injuring his 
left^arm. Trujillo was killed and 
hivbody taken to a nearby car 
and put in the trunk. The body 
was found there later.

Sounds May 
Give Clues 
to Science

Sounds from 
animals, sound 


from humans, and the piano tones 
that appcal'lo humans are sub- 
jects for science al work: 


Voices of the Sea. 
Dolphins, those remarkable ani- 


mals of the sea, have a large and 
changeable repertoire of sounds 
that vary from clicks and whistles 
to quacks and blats. Furthermore 
they control these sounds and use 
them to communicate, scientists 
report. 


Now scientists have studied the 


noises of restrained dolphins lo 
see what sounds c.omc from which 
situations. - 
- 


A whistle from a human, for 


instance, brings a chorus of whis- 
tles from Ihe dolphins. Manipulat- 
ing 
the dolphin's body brings 


whistles, quacks of blats. Yet left 
alone dolphins seldom quack or 
blafc. 


In violent play or courtship the 


squawks come fairly often. Two

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'First Successful Union Campaign 


THE BATTLE OF PHIL1PPI, on June 3, 


1861, launched the first successful Union 
campaign and Gen.. George B. McClellan's 
rise to prominence. In late May, General 
McClellan, in command of the department 
of Ohio, on his own initiative, dispatched a 
small force of Indiana, Ohio and Virginia 
volunteers across the Ohio River into western 
Virginia at Philippi. By early June, his men 
had dispersed the Confederates, won the 
battle of Philippi and managed to secure 
enough territory to help separate a State of 
West Virginia from the Old Dominion (Vir- 
ginia). General McCleljan became so popular 
that he was dubbed "Little Mac: the Young 


Napoleon." McCletfan, o graduate of West 
Point, was a railroad executive in Cincinnati 
when war broke out. He volunteered his serv- 
ices to the Union and was commissioned as 
a major general. McClellan went on from 
Philippi 'to lead an advance toward the Con- 
federate capital of Richmond as commander 
of the Army of the Potomac. He was later 
relieved of his command, and never given 
another, after failing to engage the Con- 
federates in full battle in Maryland in the 
fall of 1862, notably in the fight at Antietam 
Creek. In 1864, McClellan became the Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate on a platform 
that denounced the war as a failure and pro- 
posed negotiations with the 
Confederacy.
